will range from 140 to 200. Scores

The loss of life so far report- 
ed is as follows: 

At Nushka, a French-Canadian set- 
tlement, 57. 

At Cochrane, 18 dead 34 injured. 

At Matheson, 34 dead. 

Troquvis Falls, 15 dead and many 
injured. 

Porcupine Junction, number un- 
known, but the town was wiped out 
with the exception of the station. 

Ramore, 15 dead. 

In addition to the known dead, 

there are many outlying places which 
will materially swell the list of vic- 
{tims when the rescue parties return. 
It is feared that at Tashota and 
Kowcash many prospectors may have 
been trapped.

Dear Folks,— 

I have been a soldier, or at least, 
Lhave belonged to the army for a 
year, and have only been four days 
in the trenches. I wish I could‘ tell 
you what it was like, but as Mr. 
Censor might open the envelope, I 
will just tell you that I came out 
quite safe, except for a few bruises 
and a tear (pronounced tare): in the 
cover of my shell helmet from a bit 
of shrapnel. Now, I have rested up 
for a couple of days, I feel better 
than I ever did before. I saw Jimmy 
Hazlett last night and I nearly had 
a fit: I was so pleased. His brother 
is back again, having got over his 
“blighty.”" 

One of the Red Deer boys with the 
66th was wounded when we were in 
the front line. He was quite an cld- 
erly man (Mr. Bernstein by name) 
and worked for the C.P.R. I think. 

IL had another little dog at my 
billet, a Belgian rat catcher (that 
didn’t catch). His name was ‘‘Zip- 
Bang.’’ Ho went to church with me 
one Sunday and a lady who claimed 
to be his mistress espied him. I ex- 
postulated in my very best Francais 
but she overwhelmed me and I had 
to retreat with heavy casualties and 
“mon cher chien’? was captured by 
the enemy, and interned. Our com- 
pany paraded for a bath this morn- 
ing. Gee, it felt fine. I wish I could 
have sat there and soaked for hours 
if I had had time. 

If you hear about the war finishing 
I want Mammy to start in and cook 
right away, as she will need it all 
when I get there. You had better 
raise the ceiling a few feet too, as I 
have grown quite a lot since last 


year. 


I got two letters just before I went 
into the trenches: They bucked me 
up fine. I got an Advocate last night 
which I gave to Jim Hazlett. He 
was awfully pleased to get it, but 
he says he is worrying himself to 
death for fear all the ‘‘skirts’’ will 
be married before he gets back. Tom 
Bell is in the same platoon as I am, 
also ‘‘Bobby’”’ Clark who worked for 
Mr. Bennett, the contractor, at one 
time. Bob Lowe, whose father works 
in the P.O. is in the machine gun sec- 
tion of the 49th. 


Philip Galbraith writes: 

Bolgium, July 3 1916. 

At present we're resting and our 
section is on a bombing course and, 
as the weather is fine, we're getting 
on jake.

Gordon Haliburton writes to his 
people in Woodstock, Ont., the fol- 
lowing thrilling account of a scout- 
ing trip on the western lines. The 
Haliburtons lived at Red Deer for 
years on the farm immediately south 
east of town, the old Biggs & Cald- 
well place, and will be well remem- 
bered by friends here. 

No. 1 Canadian General Hospitst 
France, tune ¥, 1916. 
Dear Mother and Sister: 

“I guess you will have received no- 
tice from Ottawa by this time about 
my being wounded, at any rate you 
will have received my card. 
mother, there is no need to worry 
about me, although I was pretty well 
shaken up by being thrown about 35 
or 40 feet by the shell. My wound, 
which is a shrapnel wound in the 
right shoulder, is not so very great, 
although it will prevent me from 
carrying a pack for some time. 

“I guess I will try and tell you a 
little about the big battle I was in 
and which is still going onl guess. 
It will be known as the second “battle 
of Ypres, and by what the old boys 
say, it is the heaviest that the Can- 
adians have been through yet. We 
were in reserve billets last ‘ Friday ! 
when the word came down that the , 


Germans had broke through the Can- | 


adian front lines and in all probabil- 
ity we would have to take part in re- 
pairing them, so about 5 o’clock in 
the evening we were given orders to 
stand to and hold ourselves in readi- 
ness for a quick move. About cight 
o'clock the word came to fall in, 
which we did and immediately start- 
ed for the scene of action. We landed 
there about 3 o’clock the next morn- 
ing and commenced to dig ourselves 
in. 

‘‘Just when I was getting a nice 
hole ready, Capt. Price, who was af- 
terwards wounded, came along and

ordered a young fellow named Tuck- | 


er and I to go out and locate the 
German trenches if possible. It 
looked like a big and dangerous job. 
but proved not so diflicult as we 
were behind the German ae 
guns almost before we knew. it. 

got clear again and reported hee 
safely. 

“We were then ordered out again to 
get the position of the different Can- 
adian battalions and supports. This 
was the last we ever saw of our cap- 
tain, as he was killed in the charge 
they made while we were out scout- 
ing and a big percentage of our bat- 
talion fell with him. We next found 
our-battalion about™4 o'clock but 
could not get near the remaining of- 
ficers on account of machine gun and 
rifle fire with shell fire that was shak 
ing the whole earth, so we had to 
pass our message along the line and 
I am doubtful if it ever reached the 
oflicers as there was so much noise 
and so many dead along the line. 

“Of course my chum and {| knew we 
were going to be relieved by the 2nd 
Battalion at darknoss so we just had 
to iay Hat on our stomachs and wait 
which was not wery nice as we had 
no cover at all but we both pulled 
through safely till they started the 
second big bombardment about 7.20 
it was then that somebody came run 
ning down the line and lay between 
my chum and I, which I really be- 
lieve was the cause of the shell 
landing where we were, it landed be- 
tween the new arrival and myself. I 
was picked up and slung through the 
air aif Iwas just a feather and 
when I‘ edine’ “Tuy? eek 
three o’clock next morning ‘and went 
back to see if the chum was safe, all 
I could find was a bunch of twisted 
rifles and part of a leg witha good 
on it.

British Gained More Than 
Expected in Attack on 
Delville Wood 


Heaviest Concentration of Shell Fire in 


Given Area Ever 


Field Fortifications 


With the British Army in the Field, 


July 27, via London, July 28.—Brit-; by 


ish went after Delville wood again 
to-day and took it. 

The Germans had been quiet be- 
cause the British made no infantry 
attack, but all the time machine 
guns had been rattling and the ar- 
tillery had kept up a thunderous 
drum beat, in what, before this offen- 
sive, would have been referred to as 
a Violent artillery duel. So common- 
place has the continual bombardment 
become that one oflicer, whose post 
of duty is with the transport just 
out of the range of the shells, com- 
plains that he is awakened when 
there is a lull at night. 

This morning the Lritish put on 
Delville wood the heaviest concen- 
tration of shell fire in a given area 
ever directed against field fortitica- 
tions, Even the gunners were amaz- 
ed when they computed its volume 
per minute in preparing the way for 
the infantry. Counting 
thousand yards, there must have 
been three shells a minute falling on 
every yard, 
| The purpose was to have nothing 
standing — nothing living — not 2 
‘single German sniper in a tree, not 
‘a single machine gun but was to be 
‘put out of business by the tornado 
‘of blasts. Delville wood has left 
‘Trones wood with a tame reputation 
The infantry of both sides have no 


;dugouts. Their only protection is 
‘shallow trenches, such as are dug 
in ‘open fitld operations. A shell 


jwaieh tears a hole among the roots 
of a tree, killing a min, makes some 
: Protection for his neighbor who sur- 
‘vives the scene. 

Snipers and machine guns watch 
for any head that shows itself up. 
Patrols who go out in the night en- 
‘wage in hand-to-hand encounters. The 
flash of a bursting shell may reveal 
one patrol to another and give it 
the advantage. 

The British had nearly all the Del- 
;Ville wood after the advance ot July 
ld, but the Germans got an enfilade 
‘machine gun and shell fire on them 
and took possession of the middle of 
the wood and of the British dead, 
rwho had fought to the last man. 
‘But the British kept the southern 
end of the wood and the adjoining 
village of Longueval against repeat- 
ed attacks raking the Germans with 
}machine guns and shell fire. 

Didn’t Expect So Much 

When the infantry advanced _ this 
morning they did not expect to re- 
e@ lcover the wood, but before the charge 
had finished they had taken all but 
about an acre of the north end.

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but ~ not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. <A _ habitahle 
house is required except where resi- 
dence ig performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after carning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres ex- 
tra cultivation. Pre-emption patent 
may be obtained as soon asi home 
stead patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted, his 
homestead right may take a_ pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and _ erect 
a house worth $300. 

Tho area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may be 
substituted for cultivation under cer- 
tain conditions.

CRITICISM OF MUNICIPAL 
COUNCILS 


The following splendid article in 
the Canadian Municipal Journal hits 
the nail on the head in speaking of 
Municipal Council work. Many men 
have gone into city councils with a 
view to correct what they thought 
was a crying evil only to fall into 
line when they understood better 
what they were up against in try- 
ing to improve conditions.: 

We note that recently one of the 
great dailies published a letter in 
which the writer, to show his con- 
tempt for the government of a cer- 
tain city, offered one million dollars 
as a guarantee that he would secure 
a better administration. Of course 
such a bet could not be taken up, 
but we wish it had been possible, for 
though it is probable that better fin- 
ancial results could be shown, he 
would lose, for it was evidently be- 
yond tke critic’s outlook that mu- 
nicipal government is not confined to 
the raising of money and its spend- 
ing. There are a thousandeand one 
details to consider that the average 
citizen knows nothing about. These 
details have been piled up as the mu- 
nicipality has grown, which in many 
instances in Canada have been at a 
tremendous rate, so that it is only 
reasonable to expect many shortcom- 
ings in our civic life. The critic 
might say, ‘‘let the councils adapt 
themselves to conditions as they a- 
rise.’ In ordinary business this can 


be done, but, under our present sys- ; 


tem, in the public service there aro 
handicaps that make it impossible at 
tims. to get over the ever growing 
difliculties: - We have known business 
men who have been elected to muni- 
cipal councils on tiiv‘z- Promises to 
sec that certain so-called~ reforms 
and new systems were introduceu: in- 
to the administration, but who havo 
in a very short time fallen in lino 
with their older colleagues. This ap- 
parent failure is not because of the 
lack of ability or earnestness on the 
part of the successful candidate, but 
he has found out jthat there is a vast 
difference between public and private 
business; and he has also found out 
that the old members of the council 
have all the time been honest. 

The great trouble that our munici- 
pal councils have to contend with to- 
day is this same detail work. In 
the Ol Country all this is obviated 
by the actual administration being in 
the hands of the permanent officials 
who, as wo have mentiored before in 
these columns, are responsible to the 
Local Government Board, as well as 
to the council. This gives ample time 
for the council to take upnew _ po- 
licies for the benefit of the commun- 
ity, and we would suggest to those 
critics of our municipal councils to 
give more consideration to the con- 
ditions under which they work and 
less to the personnel, which on the 
whole is made up of intelligent citi- 
zens who are just as anxious to give 
good service to the electorate as the 
critics are to condemn the results. 
The difference is that the councillors 
know from experience what they are 
up against, and the critics don't, 
though they think they know all. a- 
out municipal government. Construc 
tive, not destructive, criticism is 
what is required in the municipal af- 
fairs of Canada. 


THE BRITISH WAY 


After ravaging and devastating 
Belgium, Servia, Poland and Monte- 
negro, and levying toll upon the in- 
habitants who were not killed, neith- 
ler Germany or Austria will feed the 
 paupers which they created. As a re- 
lsult Britain offers to supply food 
under the supervision of a neutral 
commission appointed by the Presi- 
dent of the United States. That is 
the British way of doing things— of 
‘dealing with human beings in a hu- 
mane way. And it would be a fine 
story to set before the ‘‘kultured’’ 
pro-Teutons of the United States 
when it is necessary for British sym- 
pathizers to make comparisons, Cal- 
gary News Telegram. n 


THE LIQUOR ACT 


With regard to having liquor in the 
house, there is nothing in the Liquor 
act to prohibit any person from hav 
‘ing in his dwelling house any quan- 
tity of liquor, but Section 55 pro- 
vides that the fact that there is on 
any premises more liquor than is 
reasonably required for a person and 
his family not exceeding one quart 
of spirits and two gallons of malt 
liquor shall be deemed prima facie 
evidence of the unlawful sale and 
keeping for sale. Therefore, you may 
get any quantity of liquor from an- 
other province, but the moment you 
get it, you will be liable to a pro- 
secution if it exceeds the above 
quantities and you will have to prove 
that you are innocent of selling or 
keeping for sale. 

(2) A Calgary magistrate has 
held that the having of a larger 
quantity in a dwelling house was _ suf- 
ficiently accounted for in the case 
which came before him. It remains to 
‘be seen whether other magistrates 
inthe province and judges on appeal 
from magistrates will confirm this 
decision.

HEROISM AND PRAYER 


Chaplain’s Life With Soldiers Strengh- 
ens His Faith 


_— 


In a letter to the London “Stand- 
ard,” a “Chaplain to the Forces” re- 
lates some incidents of the war which 
he has witnessed himself in thec ourse 
of his duties, because, as he himself 
felt before going out, the people in 
England do not fully reallze the mean- 
ing of the war. He said: “Not long 
ago someone asked me whether the 
sufferings and horrors we saw did not 
tend to shake our faith in God. 

“Personally I have never passed 
through an experience that has more 
completely established and confirmed 
my faith in God and my belief in His 
practical interposition in the affairs of 
men. Here is a man brought in to the 
ambulance or advanced dressing sta- 
tion terribly wounded — well-nigh 
crushed out of all semblance to hu- 
manity, uttering piteous groans, wrung 
from him by his agony, in spite of him- 
self. Directly the chaplain kneels by 
his side to whisper a few simple words 
of solace, the groans are hushed for 
the moment, and the man Hstens 
eagerly to the message, and always 
finds strength to utter a heartfelt 
‘Thank you, sir.’ There is no room 
for sham or hypocrisy here, and you 
have before your eyes the indisputable 
fact of real help and comfort given 
to the sufferer in his extremity. I 
have known a man, but a few hours 
removed from death, throw his arms 
about my neck in the gratitude and 
joy that filled his heart to overflowing. 
Another murmured over and over to 
himself, ‘Oh, the sweet prayer! Oh, 
the swéet prayer!’ Does this tend to 
shake one’s faith in God?”

Poziers---Duel Between Two Officers 


Paris, July 26.—The fighting in 
‘the fortified village of Pozieres be- 
tween the British and the Germans 
is described as follows by an officer 
who was wounded in the struggle: 

“Karly Sundiy mocniag at — the 
moment the signal for the attack 
was given after a frightfully intense 
bombardment, the English infantry 
rushed forward to the entrance of 
ithe village, carried it brilliantly and 
occupied the first houses: At 11.30 
o’clock the Germans counter-attack- 
ed. Their onset was extraordinary, 
doubtless because their courage had 
‘been stimulated by ether, as one 
could tell from the odor. 

‘“ Here the rifle playel ro part — 
the knife, bayonet, revolver and 
grenade were the only weapons used. 
The Germans employed a 
long-handled mace, studded 
Inails, such as an Apache might use, 
not a soldier. I saw a German officer 


sort of; 
with} 


using one of them on a _ wounded 
comrade, but as he was in the act of 
striking a revolver shot laid him 
down beside his intended victim. 
HUNS EXTERMINATED. 

“In a ruined house a Geran squad 
with a machine gun Was exterminat- 
ed to the last man by an Australian 
party who had followed them into 
the house. I was present at an ex- 
‘citing duel between two officers—an 
English lieuteaaat who was charg- 
ing at the head of his men, and a 
Bavarian captain. The lieutenant 
struck the Bavarian a blow in the 
chest with his sword, and at the 
same instant he received a ball from 


his adversary’s revolver in the 
stomach. Disregarding his sufferings 
the lieutenant had just strength 


enough left to deliver another blow. 
This proved mortal-to the Bavarian, 
Unfortunately, the lieutenant died 
shortly afterwards.” 


HARDEN, HUN JOURNALISTS, _ 


URGES FOE 


TO ABANDON 


DREAM OF EARLY PEACE 


London, July 25.—The Daily Mail’ 
says that Maxmilian Harden, in tho! 
latest number of the Zukunft,  dis- 
cussing the meaning of the Anglo- 
Krench offensive, speaks pariicularly 
of Britain’s gigantic preparations in 
men and munitions. Harden declares 
the Germans ‘‘must reewon with cue 
determination of England to keep on 
fighting until she or her enemy is 
annihilated."” 


NO EARLY PEACE. 


In an article entitled ‘‘At the tree 
of disillusion,’” Harden warns the 
Germans to abandon forthwith their 
childish dreams of carly peace.”’ 

After describing the struggles 
“now raging on all fronts the like
